After the dough has been well mixed 
aal kMaial ia a pawIM oaachine it 
Is ready te»fwm into macaroni, which 
Is of a ttibe shape about one-fourth 
inch in di.Tmeier, or spaghetti, which 
ia a aolid stick shape 9f about one- 
dghth tech ta 4iB>Betar. TMa Is done 
by forcing the dough under hydraulic 
pressure through a cylinder with a flat 
drcnlar bronze die or mold at the bot- 
tsBL The macaroni die is fall of boles 
aboot one-foorth inch to diameter, and 
each liolo has a small pin in the center 
of it, which is attached to one side of 
the kate.- TUs pto fonae the hole in 
the macaroni and divides the dough 
on one side as it starts through the 
bole, but before the dough reaches the 
end of the hole the divided aide comes 
legttteir and remains so, awkteg a per- 
fect tube. The spaghetti die contains 
only plain boles about one-eighth inch 
te diameter arranged in groups. When

Remarkablo Results. 
Among ' cases of accidental poisoning 
thOM cavsed by carbolic add are the 

most frequent. These generally arise 
through mistaking a solution of car- 
bolic acid for some medicine or. as 
occurs very often, for some alcohoUc 
liquor. \ 

The remedies generally employed In 
dealing with this kind of poisoning 
lonifcr ta washtog the stemaeb with 
alkaline water or pure glycerin, fol- 
lowed by the ingestion of alkaline sul- 
phates, oil and wblte of eggs beaten 
up. Some years ago, bowever. Dr. 
Maberiy showed that tincture of io- 
dine, administered in fairly large 
doses, may give much better results. 

Oil oaa aeeaaton when called ta to 
attend a young negro who. thinking 
he was drinking whisky, had swallow- 
ed a quantity of a at r o a g aolation of 
carbolic acid and who consequently 
was severely burned about the lips and 
throat, Dr. Maberly hurriedly made 
him swallow a teaspoonf ul of ttoctnre 
of Iodine ta a cupful of water. A tew 
.minutes afterward the patient was 
able to swallow some milk without any 
difleolty, sfieaktag becasM easier, and 
he very soon completely recovered. 

The same immediate and complete 
effect was obtained on administering 
ttoctore of Iodine to doses of five drops 
to water te the case of a thre e y ear- 
old boy who had Jost swallowed asaas 
carbolic add. 

ttailar saeeees was aset with te a 
third case of carbolic acid poisoning, 
the victim being a child of two years 
of age. In this instance the iodine 
treatment could not be begun till thir- 
ty hours after the Ingestion of the poi- 
son. The alarming symptoms soon dis- 
sppeated under the influence of ttoc- 
tnre of Iodine given every four hours 
in doses of five drops in a teaspoonful 
of water. The little patient was cured. 

The ttactore of Iodine neutralizes the 
carbolic or phenic acid by forming 
with it an iodophenate, insoluble and 
therefore harmless

flavor water? Would it be iron? 

A half part per million of iron to 
water to deCetitabta by tasta, aad SMire 

than four or five parts make a water 
unpalatable. In some mineral springs 
iron^is the constituent which imparts 
a medicinal value to the water^ but 
ordinarily ft Is undesirable. 

More than 2.5 parts per million in 
water used for laundertog makes a 
atata oa rtothas. Iron saast be remov- 
ed from water from which lee is made 
or a cloudy discolored product will re- 
sult. An iron content of over two or 
three parts per million to water used 
in the manufacture of paper will stain 
the paper. 

Iron is harmful to water used for 
steandag, for it to te equfltbrlom with 

acids which inside the boiler become 
dissociated, with the result that the 
free adds corrode tbe boiler plates, but 
the amount of iron carried in solution 
by most waters is so small that the 
damage it does to \team bsMsrs gaa- 
erally amounts to little. 

Voters havtog high Iron content 
have in some places caused an im- 
mense amount of trouble and expense 
when aasd as dty sappUes. for they 
favor the growth of crenothHx to such 
a degree that the water pipes become 
clogged with the iron sheaths of the 
organism. Tbe removal of Iron from

Fear as a disease had not received 
serious attention until recent jears. 
Now it is reco|piized by the medical 
profeMdOD tbat iAere la a whole list of 
phobias, as they are called, which are 
quite dJittaict from a normal and legiti- 
Diate conditloD of fear daa to aome 
natural cause. 

Thus there is the fear of open or 
doaed places, says the Medical Record, 
fear of high places, fear of men or 
women, fear of crowds and of soli- 
tudes, fear of animals, fear of insects, 
fear of darkness, fear of accidents, 
fear of flre, fiear of traTci anS. la fscr. 
fear of anything. 

Tbere is uo end to the absurdity of 
acts wUcli may be occasioned by 
these persistent ideas of fear. Those 
that possess the fear of riding on a 
train find no pleasure in traveling; 
those that have fear of closed places 
do not enjoy going to cbnrefa and gen- 
erally always sit near the door ready 
to Qy at the first sign of danger. 

Various fears may also develop in 
■(^nnecdop with the occupation of the 
patient— for instance, barbers some- 
times suffer these attacks whenever 
they see a razor, or telesntptiers when 
they cateh sight of their tastrmcBts. 
which nnally neceasltataa tHrtag np 
the occupation. 

Among women eapcdally then oc- 
curs the fear of dirt, contagion or In- 
fection. The countless bacteria always 
present in the air are the chief source 
of annoyance. The patients are al- 
ways complaining of bsd air and are 
always throwing open the windows. 
Books are especially avoided as a pos- 
sibla aoorea of eoatagifla. In patients 
with fear of injury tbaj will throw 
away all noedles in the house or they 
\till no more wash windows for fear 
tiiat the glass might break and cnt 
them.

a pronoiif'od feeling of mental Illness 
and frequently a clear insight into the 
morbidity of the InaiTidual symptoms. 

The more common of the various 
phobias as classified by Beard are as 
follows: Claustrophobia, fear of nar- 
row or closed places: agoraphobia, 
fear of open places; astraphobia, fear 
of lightning; monophobia, fear of be- 
ing alone; pathopliobia, fear of dis- 
ease: myaaphobfa. fear of contamina- 
tion; siderodromophobia, fear of rail- 
road travel; acrophobia, fear of being 
at a height or looking over pradirices: 
thanatophobia, fear of deatli. 

It is to be emphasized that the pho- 
bias in question are not normal fears, 
based, as nprmal or natural fears are. 
on some reaaonable jnsUfyiBg expe- 
rience. A reasonable and justifiable 
normal fear of ligbtninf might arise 
after tha exparioiea of having been at 
some tiaa in • h<HMa atraek by light- 
ning.

Practically Invisible Themselves, They 
800, Hoar, and Broatho. 

The CTOOodHes are thoronghly aquat- 
ic In their habits, and their peculiar 
conformation enables them to attack 
and seize their prey unawares. ThelK 
nostrils, which lead by a long canal to 
the back part of their throats, their 
eyes and Ibelr ears, are placed on the 
upfier part of the head, so that when in 
the water tiiey can breatlie, see and 
hear, while they are themselves prac- 
tically invisible. When they dive their 
noetrOs aad ears are dosed hf Mb or 
valves, and their eyes nre covered by 
a transparent nietitatlDg membrane. 
They are further furnished with an ar- 
rangement which prevents the water 
from getting down tbeir own throats 
when they are holding large animals 
under the water to drown them. 

The dewtltioa of these fcptHes Is pe- 
culiar. The teetti are sharp and con- 
ical and are hollow at the base, and 
each tooth serves as the sheath of an- 
other, wliich will in time replace it. 
The tongue— for notwithstanding the 
ancient belief the crocodile does pos- 
sess a tongue— is fleshy andyis attached 
to the bott<Hn of the tfSath. And Anal- 
ly the lower jaw is hinged at the very 
back of the skull, thus giving the ani- 
mal its extnMMdiauy gape and also 
the peculiar appearaace which caused 
the notion that it moved its upper Jaw.

"To be lett. in Devonshire Square, 
near Bisbopsgate, a very gootl Brick 
House of 3 Booms of a Floor, and a 
good Hall, with very good Hgbt aad 
dark Closets, the whole House being 
well wainscoted and sash'd with 30 
Sash Lights, a very' pleasant and con- 
venient Office below Stairs," etc.

When her mail 
was fished up aud delivered the pieces 
were stamped with a statement that 
tbey had beea tn the wreck, the first 
instance of a practice which is now 
employed by direction of the interna- 
tional postal union.
